out contumely ; and correct without paffion : be cheerful 
without levity ; affable, without fawning ; grave, with ut 
tnorofenef* ; merry, without folly : He fhould be patient, 
humble, and meek, to pafs by, diffcnible, and bear with 
manyimpertinencies, dulneffes, & forgetfulntfies. Befides 
thefe qualifications, he fhould have experience of foreign 
parts, underfland learning and fciences, be well bom, of 
good prefence and addrefs, and wear his clo'hs hand 
<omcly, which will procure hint refpecT from hh charge, 
and facilitat e the perfor mance o f his dut y.
